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Calendar  1972  shipments  of  U.  S.  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables  indicate  the  first  favorable  export  period 
in  some  time.  Total  export  value  reached  $87.6  mil- 
lion, 24  percent  above  197 1 and  the  highest  level  since 
1966.  Both  fruits  and  vegetables  reported  gains. 
Exports  of  canned  fruits  totaled  $62.6  million  and 
canned  vegetables  $25  million. 

Peaches,  fruit  cocktail,  and  pineapple  continue  as 
the  major  fruit  items,  comprising  77  percent  of  the 
canned  fruit  total.  Peach  exports  totaled  $19.3  mil- 
lion, 8 percent  above  1971.  Fruit  cocktail  exports 
totaled  $17.2  million.  Canada,  West  Germany, 
Japan,  and  Belgium-Luxembourg  were  the  leading 
markets  for  both  items.  The  Japanese  market  showed 
the  most  significant  gain  for  peaches,  and  the  West 
German  market  for  fruit  cocktail  in  1972.  Canned 
pineapple  exports  totaled  $11.9  million.  Cherry 
exports  totaled  $5.5  million,  the  highest  level  in 
recent  years. 


Tomato  products,  soups,  and  corn  were  the  leading 
vegetable  exports,  comprising  62  percent  of  the  1972 
total.  Exports  of  tomato  products  totaled  $7.6  mil- 
lion, 3 percent  above  193T.  Exports  of  soups  and  corn 
were  the  largest  in  recent  years,  totaling  $4.4  million 
and  $3.5  million,  respectively.  Canada  was  the-major 
market  for  tomato  products,  and  Japan  was  the 
leading  market  for  canhed  soups  and  corn. 

However,  asparagus  exports  continued  to  fall  and 
totaled  only  $1.2  millioh,  approximately  one-fourth 
of  the  1966-70  average. 

Total  U.  S.  exports  of  fresh  and  processed  fruit, 
tree  nuts,  and  vegetables  reached  a record  $690.3  mil- 
lion in  1972.  Fresh  frititS  and  vegetables  were  the 
largest  category,  comprising  47  percent  of  the  total. 
Other  leading  exports  were  nuts  and  canned  fruits 
and  vegetables,  each  category  accounting  for  13 
percent  of  the  total.  All  items  enjoyed  gains  over 
1971.
